DOVER, (N. H.) June 25, 
Distressing Accident.—A quantity of gunpowder ina 


; waggon exploded in this town, on the 20th inst. by means 
joi whicu two men were so badly burnt_as to die within 


twenty-four hours, and another man and a boy were sy 
:iuch injured that their lives are despaired of. 

The circumstances attending the accident we under- 
stand to be as follows:—The waggon contained twenty- 
five kegs of powder of 25 lbs. each, covered with straw 
fur more convenient transportation ; a small quantity, 
not exceeding two ounces, had escaped from the casks 
and was caretully swept from the floor of the waggon up- 
on the ground. Whilst the owner of the powder was in 
treaty witha neighbouring store-keeper tor the sale of 
the article, an unlucky boy conceived that it would be 
fine sport to fire the waste powder which was scattered 
upon the ground, and without further reflection procured 
a coal ot fire and communicated it to the powder. The 
immediate consequence was, that the straw in the waggon 
which enveloped the kegs was in an instant blaze! The 
horses of course took fright and set off without any certain 
direction.
